|. believe that. the circulars have been issued by a British 
officer with the approval of the Government of India. The 
approval of such circulars by the Government of India 
would be an indication of its weakness and would show 
that it desires to gag the native press with a view to 
conceal its faults. Why have the Amrita Basér Patrika 
and other Bengali newspapers been boycotted. ; = it 
because they have been ready to espouse t the cause of native 
chiefs? They criticised Sir Lepel Griffin’s high-handed 
proceedings and compelled him to retire, and they exposed 
the secret policy of the Foreign Office with reference to 
Kashmir, and saved that state from annexation! If 
Government desires to close their mouths on account of 
the so-called offences above referred to, the measure will 
strengthen rather than weaken the. native press. More 
than half the success of the National Congress is due to 
the foolish opposition offered to it. The Agent’s circulars 
will tend to make the Amrita Bazdr Patrika. and the 
National Congress still more popular with the native 
chiefs. It should be remembered that the suppression of 
native newspapers and the National Congress would lead 
to the circulation of secret papers and the holding of 
secret meetings, which would bring about a sudden catas- 
trophe, for which Government and the country would not 
be at all prepared. |

sioner, and His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of the peti- 
tions submitted by the Hindis. There can hardly be two 
opinions that the authorities themselves are chiefly to blame 
for such religious disputes. The Hindus of Aligarh should 
act with moderation and rely on the justice of Government. 


The Aligarh Institute Gasetee, of. the 12th August,

tween the Hindtés and Musalméns of Aligarh, who. lived 
in peace and amicably celebrated the Dasahra and the 
Muharram during the three years that the two conflicting 
festivals occurred simultaneously. On the occasion of the 
late Id the Hinds were displeased with the Musalmdns 
on account of the latter having killed kine at their 
houses in certain parts of the city. The Hindés com- 
mitted no riots on that day; but subsequently they held 
a large meeting, which came to the conclusion that no 
Hindi should buy anything from a Musalm4n or engage 
his services. ‘The Hindis purchase milk from the Hindi 
cowherds at six seers the rupee, while the Muhammadan’ 
cowherds are unable to dispose of their milk even at 24° 
seers the rupee. The Hindids-who had engaged Muham-’ 
madan pleaders have withdrawn - their ‘cases from them.’ 
But the Hindé meeting above referred to did not prohibit 
the Hindis from selling anything to the Mausalméns, with’

But Rikhi and R4m Dial, who were no longer under 
official pressure as at Kheri, submitted a petition to the 
Deputy Commissioner on the 13th° August, stating that 
they had no complaint against the accused and praying 
that the prosecution might be deposited. Of course the 
Deputy Commissioner deposited the case under the circum- 
stances, and thus a talikd4r was saved from. disgrace. The 
above case shows how the police are able to oppress the 
people.and how the district officers allow themselves to be 
deceived by them. ,
